The cltisens of the quiet and staid city of Ler- 
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is the angry resentment which nearly everybody 
expresses on the subject. 

The Lexington Press of yesterday says: The 
charges are serious, though that is something 
which was to be expected from the character of 
the witnesses who have been swarming down to 
Louisville for the last month. Of course, moved 
by malignity and the hope of gain, they would 
not stop short of making the most serious 
charges that could be trumped up.
